• THE ITALIAN PRESS ON PRINCE 
ALEXANDER'S ABDICATION. 

The Italian prosa is nearly of one accord 
in ireatiiig tlie iibdioation of Prince Alex- 
' andur as a l.iirn of events iiijuriuua mora 
to Auatriu's intoreata than tu thoeo of any 
other power, and aa u liumiliation rather 
to Prince Biamarok than to England. Tbe 
■ubmiailiioBTafi' the .ObanoeUor to tbe de- 
oision and pratenBiona of the Ozar is aa- 
■erted to be a distinct huniiliaiion, The 
Siritto heads ita article on the subject 
"Tho Despatch of the Czar, and a Second 
Canosaa," and snya: 

"Prince Biamatuk cornea out second 
belt in hia meeting with M. de Giera on 
the Bulgarian queatton. The Iron-Ohan- 
oellor of the Spree haa bent to a northern 
chancellor more proud and' tenaoioua than 
himaelf. " 

The Rassegna aays: 
, "What determined thia reaolution of 
Prince Bismarck is that he, fearing a 
Franco-Buaaian alliance againat Germany, 
found it coavetfient to yield to Busaia, 
leaving out all moral aonaiderations, 
which are out of pliico. Tho political aide 
of tho qucstiun ought to {^ivo rise to very 
aerioua relluctiuiia. Firat of all \vu must 
ask what preponderaiico in Europe (ior- 
many any longer exerciaea if, in tho most, 
vital queatioua, she- must yield not so 
much to the aotuality as to the apaotre of 
a Franco-Buaaian alliance, and then what 
Germany first and Europe after ousht to 
expect from a coalition , between France 
and liuaaia," 

Tho I'opolo Romano says. 

"The abdicutiun of Pcinoa Alexander, 
which, say what they may, is a compul- 
sory act, and net the result of hia own 
apontaneoua decision, meana in effect 
politically tho success of Ruasia and her 
preponderance in tho Ualkans; plots and 
prouunciainentoa overpowering justice 
and discipline." 

Admitting that peace is not endangered, 
even the Popolo Romano hop&s, on ao- 
coun'w of the moral even mote than the 
political consequences, that Prince Bia 
marck may find some escape from the 
position other than tho sacrifice of the 
valorous and enlightoued Prince of Bul- 
garia; bocauao siicrificini; him he aacri- 
fices more thiin a person — namely, tho 
cause of order and legality. 

The Nazione aaya of the ozar: 

"It ia useleaa to disousa such conduct. 
It shows nothing now to thoso who know 
history. It is the policy of tho strong, 
and woe to the weak, who must pay the 
penalty. The wrong which the czar has 
done in Bulgaria brings to mind other 
epochs, and thruata Europe back many 
years; but neither recriminations nor pro- 
tests are of any use. The cxainple of 
Bulgaria warns free races te rely rather 
ou their own force than on their rights; 
and to recommend their cause to their 
prudence,, courage, and their strong right 
arma." 

The Opitiiono takes' a more favorable 
and probably a more official view of the 
matter, saying that the queationa of the 
Balkane is not properly a queation of na - 
tionalities, which explains how to Prince 
Bismarck the question does not seem one 
which justifiea war. The state oF Europe 
is auch that a single gunahot may produce 
a general conflagration, and the efforts of 
Germany are directed principally to avoid 
this disaster, of which nu one ia able to 
■ calculate the consequencoa. it is not 
just to.blarae Prince Bismarck, as if his 
oondoct -were contrary to the civilization 
of our 'day, bedause he wu unwilling that 
the presence of a German Prince at Sofia 
ahovld precipitate a eonflict; but Italy 
muat be warned and ready. 

The Perseveranza is still more apolo- 
gatid: — 

"The Times affirms that Priuce Bis- 
marck has committed an error in dcaott 
ing the Prince of Battenberg. This d'jos 
not seem to ua to be true. Germany cati- 
not yield to her sympathies for Prince 
Alex mder personally without grave dan- 
ger of risking a war and of creating that 
Franco-Russian alliance which the Chan- 
cellor has done everything to avoid. He 
obeys a nt-cesaity created by his own pol- 
icy, and is not free to move." 

Tho Tribuna concludes an article en- 
titled "Abdication" thus: — ■ 

"Tho Powers which permit what passes 
may think that they aecuro peace for a 
moment, perhaps; but either we deceive 
ouraelvei or logic has lost its power if 
they are not towing to-day the aeeds 
which will produce a mighty tempest in 
Europe." 

RUSSIA'S FRONT DOOR. 

There are throe points upon the south- 
ern boundary (jf the Russian empire 
where preaaure ia periodically exerted ti- 
secure a front door upon southern auas, 
A brief inspection of a good map will 
show the procuring cause of Russian un- 
rest. Idle dreams of uaelesa coni|uosts 
havo not led tho czars since Peter tho 
Groat's time to pu8h tho southern bound 
southward. Thero ia a strong practical 
and business reason in tho movement. 
On tho west tho Baltic offers slender 
faciliticH ' fur Russian trade or naval 
movoniunta. Cloaed a large portion of 
tho year by winter's severities, there is no 
ogreas, and the only advantage accruing 
ia that 8t. Peturaburg ia protected from 
winter invasion by the sea. Muat of 
Russia's efforts to secure the southurn 
front door have been made from her 
Black Eoa coast, and Constantinople has 
boon tho objective; but here, time and 
again, when almost sure of driving 
homo hur wodgo, tho Eiiropoan powers 
havo concent ratod their atriinglh to 
arrest her progress; but her line haa 
boon peraiatently puahed toward the 
yl'lgean sea, and the preasure ia now ex- 
erted more strongly than over. _ Tho 
second point of preaaure is in Central 
Asia, and hero khanate after khanate haa 
fallen into her rapacious hands, and her 
outposts have paaaed the Oxus and are 
almost in aightof Herat and the .Hindu- 
Koosh mountains. The third point of 
preaaure is in the fai- east. A quarter of 
a century ago tho valley of tho Amoor and 
11 largo Bogmunt of Chiiioso territory wero 
swept into tho Russian map by a cuto 
trick of Count Igiiatiofr, and groat naval 
stations wore opened on the Siberian 
coast. But hero the object was not at- 
tained, fo' Vladivoatock is closed by ioo 
some months in tho year, and for tho past 
ton years Riis iia has hopn oarnuatly en- 
deavoring i'j : riiiiafur tho plant at Vladi- 
voatock to the warmer aoasaouthward; and 
hence the various plottinga to make Coroa 
aBuBuian province, where a oonvoiiiont 
port oan bo found for naval purposes. The 
czar's preparations in that quarter now in- 
dicate a bolder movomont than usual for 
tho absorption of Curoan territory, or at 
least for tho soiziuo of I'ort Luzorell, 
about four hundred niiloD aouth of frozen 
VJadlvostwck.

Munich, Oct. I'J — llurr LIucIienrouliT, 
the Bavarian premier's father in-law, 
after witiiesaing the trial and aontnneo i.f 
an editor fur libellin;^' tlie premier, run 
out of tho couit ri'Dui and commilli'd 
suicide by shooting himself, lie had 
been depressed lately, seeing numerous 
editors, fathers of families, imprisoned 
for press offonsoa. 

IHELANU. 
Dt7lil.IN, Oct 12. — Tho rej^iilar furt^ 
nightly nietting of tho Niitinnal Lea^uo 
was hold to-day. The receipta since the 
last meeting were stated to have beun 
82000. Secretary Harrington said : Many 
landlords wore making great riducl inna in 
rents, but a larj^o number of writi i>f 
eviction continued to bo aerved and exe- 
cuted. The league, Harrington .stated, 
would supercede the branch which failed 
to give aid to evicted tenants. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Oct 12. — There is a rapid growth 
of war feeling in Franco. The Houlangor 
party have begun tho issue of two now 
journals. La Revanche and Lo .Soldat 
Labourour, to advocate an otl'unsive policy 
in vindication of the old military prestige 
of France. Gen. Boulanger, howover, 
disowns any connection with the papers. 

M. Lavedon, the military critic, writes 
to the Figaro that Gen. Boulanger haa 
prepared a well conceived plan in con- 
junction with a ataff officer of high rank 
for a continental campaign. 

La Militaire says: Gen. Boulanger 
wants war, not for the purpose of re- 
covering Alsace but to gratify his per- 
sonal ambition. 

KUSSIA. 

St. Petkiibbubo, Oct. 12. — The newspap- 
ers of this city are unanimously of opiuiou 
that deciaive action by Russia in regard to 
Bulgaria is imperative. The Journal do 
St. Petersburg says - that evenls justified 
Russia in urging the postponement of tho 
olectiona in Balgaria until the pasBions of 
tbe people had cooled from tbe late excite- 
ment, and adds that it can bo readily under- 
Btood why KuBHia refuHos to ricognize or 
sanction an assembly elected under such a 
condition of affaura as are now existing in 
Bulgaria. ^

It is understood that tho Milos-Ooroni- 
ino complication was again under consid- 
eration of the cabinet, inueting to-day. 

Collector of customs at San Francisco 
has informed tho dopartinunt of tho 
ditticulty eucouutorod in the onforceinunt 
of the Chinese restriction law. It ap- 
pears that seven Chinese in transit from 
New York to Hongkong, and three othiTd 
from Hoiiekong to Honolulu, havo not 
yet departed from San Franoisco, al- 
though they have had ample time. The 
inspector expresses tho supjioeition that 
these porsons do uut intend leaving tho 
country, and that even if they do it is 
their purpose to fraudulently obtain re 
turn certinoates, in order to ostabliah the 
right to oi me and go at wi'l. Thu Call 
also calls attention to the practice of tho 
federal courti in obtaining Ohincso labor- 
ers on a writ of hahcus corjDi.'i and releas- 
ing them on bail afterwards. The col- 
lector has examined into their oaaos and 
refused to allow them to land£ fl^iii prac- 
tice, ho aaya, is substantially the abroga- 
tion of tl J law. Tho acting sucr6tary 
has written to tho collector in reply, as 
follows: As to tho competency of tho 
customs ollicera to enforce the restriction 
act torininatod under the law, with the 
landing of Chinese persons it would seem 
that it is the duty to seek a remedy for 
tho evils pointed out by your petition, 
more especially as tii tho [iroviiico uf law 
ollicora of tho g(n'ornnient. V.ni are, 
therefore, advised to bring the facts 
hi ited by you tu their notice.

Li;An\ H.i.K, Oct, 11 — lack Blount, a 
well kiiuwii cli.ir;ieter, formerly a mem- 
ber of I he nut i ii-iiuH .(anie.i and Younger 
gangs, was shut and instantly killed this 
afternouii by Lloyd Marre. Tho shooting 
occurred at Marro's cabin, whither Blount 
went with the avowed intention of killing 
the Frenchman. It is reported to have 
lieen tlio result of an intimacy between 
Marre and lilonnt'a wife. Marro was 
apprised of Blount's intentions, and 
when the latter knocked at tho door of 
his cabin, ho tired through tho panels, 
the ball passing through the aggrossur's 
head. The murderer then opened the 
cabin by an opposite door and fled to the 
mountains. Ofiioera atarted in pursuit, 
but up to last reports had not captured 
him. . . 

San Frani.i.sco, Oot. Hv-^^Laura; Vir- 
gil, who has lately obtitined a divorce 
from Harry Mainhall, the actor, encoun- 
tered the latter in front of the Alcazar 
thi atro to-day, where ho ii playing on 
enuagiMnent with Mi.ia Jeffroya-Lowif , 
and, drauing a Hiiiall iioraawhip, laid it 
with great vigor upon hia head and shoul- 
ders.

The actpmintance between 
the couple began about four years 6^o, 
while wn were living in 6ur bid home in 
Clott-.'r. At that time Barrome had 
charge of a liiige contract to furnish men 
to v/urk on the railroad near that place, 
and suuii after he arrived ho became ac- 
fpiainti'd at niy house and began visiting 
my daughli r, .leniiie, then only fifteen 
years old.

THE DAvn OF 'sr. 

Trials of the Gold Seekers oil 
. Fraser Biver -- Captured 
by Indiuns on Queen 
Charlotte's Island. 



The gradual developinont of mining in 
this province, on a sound basis is calcu- 
lated to determine the true extont^pf our 
gold resources, and differs' froih' the early 

excitements of 1858, when no thought 
waa given to the investment of capital, 
and the hardy miner was content with tho 
prooeeda of hard work with the ahovol and 
pan. In those wild days Fraser rivor and 
Cariboo proved remunerative diggings, 
and hundreda of prospectora came to 
British Columbia from California to try 
their luck in the new land of gold. 

British Columbia waa a comparative 
wilderneas then and many thrilling ad- 
ventures were encountered by thoaa who 
joined the great atampede. Like other 
placea populated by fabuloua rumora of 
hidden wealth, theae digginga had their 
abort lived prosperity. After lying dor- 
mant for yeara, they are again coming for- 
ward on a true footing, and at the preaont 
time great intereat ia felt in the possiblo 
results of raining now prosecutod with 
capital, the moat approved inacninory, 
and by men of experience and scientilic 
knowledge of mineralogy. « 

At this time many an old minor of '58 
revnrta back to the first excitement of 
Cariboo, and thore is not one who has not 
a fund of atories and hair breadth escapes, 
which if chronicled would make a taltj of 
intense interest. Ascertaining that a 
miner of the good old days now 
resides in Viotoria a OolonUt reporter 
called last evening on Mr. 0. H. F. Blako 
at hia residence, and on s sting that ho 
desired a few reminiscence i of the early 
history of the province, tint gentleman 
became enthusiastic on tho aubjoct at 
once and related a thrilling atiry, which 
is only one of a like nature that can bo 
told by all of tho daring 

rKCsi'tcToiis OF '58 

Mr. Blake said that in tho year 1852 a 
party of eighteen men, comprising Sani'l 
Howe, John Thornton, J. Q. Brown, 
Charlea Bond, Obarles Wall, himself and 
others, whose names he could not remem- 
ber, aailed from San Francisco in a 
schooner northward in search of gold, 
silver or anthrac^t 1 coal. Attdr a rough 
passage of several days thoy reached the 
Straits of Juan do Fuca, and anchored just 
above Alert Bay, near Furt Rupert, on 
Vancouver Island. At that time the 
island was in ita primitive wildneaa. and 
tho aborigineos wore hostile to all whites 
except thoao cunnected with tho Uudaon 
Bay trading post at that place. Tliey 
were semi-nude in their ai tire and savage 
to the extreme in their life. An attempt 
was made to land, but tho savages were 
80 warlike in their actions that "diacro- 
tion was thought to be tho bettor pait of 
valor," in thia iustanco ut loaat, and tho 
little aohoonor set sail to tha nor'urd, and 
six weeks from the time of starting from 
San Francisco reached Queen Charlotte 'a 
laland. They dropped anchor in a littlu 
cove at the southern end of the island, 
which thuy named CJold harbor. With 
fond hopes of prospective wealth they 
viewed the crag(!y inuuiilaius, aaained, 
porhaps, with golden veiaa, tho rocky 
ahorea, the vaat benchea of gold-bearing 
gravel, the magnificent forests; all pre- 
aented a picture of paradiae to theao 
hardy men battling for life in a 
journey tj this strango land peopled by 
Sivagea who knew not of the treasures 
lying doriDsnt in thoir domain. All day 
the deck of the schooner waa a ocoiio of 
excitement and each man was busy in hia 
preparations for a prospect on the mor- 
row. As night came on the long twilight 
hour huahod the birds of the forest, thoro 
B'as a calm on the sea which radiated tho 
criinaoii sky of an arctic sunset, until tho 
adjoining shore faded from sight and the 
doomed schooner floated tranquil in dark- 
ness.

Althougn tho miners all had Henry 
rifles they were not pormitted to bring 
them into use so complote waa tho aur- 
priso. A dosperatj struggle ensued how- 
ever, and Mr. Bluko was badly wounded 
receiving several knife cuts that proved 
very painful. The miners were all se- 
curely bound and thrown bodily into the 
canoes alon);!side and taken aahore, while 
the

and ran her ashore, where she waa set on 

fire amid a weird danco and completely 
destroyed. Tho captives wore laiil on 
tho ground in a row, tmd u council was 
hold, relative to killing them. Tho do- 
ciaion waa not death, however, as about 
daylight the priaoners were apportioned 
off to various bands, and carried away to 
the interior of the ialand, whence some 
of thorn have never returned and others 
roinaiiied for months in alai'ory. Mr. 
Blake waa taken to u camp several iniloa 
from tho aoeno of tho capture and trt ated 
brutally. He was made to do all kind-i of 
menial work, and to got up at daylight 
and pack fish from thuir canoca, amid (he 
jeeraand ridicule of hia captors. Wiiuor 
oaino .III and his hardships incroasud, ho 
was aeantily clatl, and was fod the refu.io 
frotn tho inoals of tho Indians. To 
double his suiferings tho son r-f tho chief 
took his boots from hii., and he wua 
frequently required to make bngjourneya 
into the forest Jsare^footed over the 
rooks and sharp pyramidn of ioo that lacer- 
ated his feet, and pack in deer. Suinoliiiic.s 
bein(Z weak frcnii fatigue and hunger ho 
would fall under his loail, when his fiaptors 
would inoreileHHly boat liim and catching 
the h:iir of tho heiul lift him to bin 
feet. His expcrieneo was a fair aample of 
that reeeived by hin comrftdos, though his 
painful trialH were Hoinowhat miUgated 
by an old squaw giving him a pair of 
moocaains. . As a rulo the aquaws were as 
brutal as tho bucks, thoy were beaten and 
abuHod and voiitod their feelings on tho 
captive, Kvon in thoao uarly days tho 
aystem of idol worship was zealously fol- 
lotred, aonio, worshippud the seal, otliers 
the'whale, or an owl, each family had its 
own particular idol and at times wore 
quite devout, 

Strango as it may appear, no ofTort was 
mode by tho few white men of the .Hud - 
son Bay Company to reacuothe unfortuti- 
ute mon, in fad, thoy wore afraid that as 
tho^ oame from San Francisco they might 
eoltghton the aavugoa and interfere with 
their trading. In the spring an Ameri- 



can bark, tho Banan I>i;r;.>;u.s3, was also 
captured by tho Itjdiaiifi and dtatroyod by 
tire, her crew being made prisonern.

Your 
views aro certainly most hoaiiiiful and 
your clitnato metl deligiitful and your 
people most hospitable; but I hardly think 
your show up to what it should be. The 
fruits were good, but doubtless when there 
is "more money in it" they will be better. 
Some of your roots were very good, notab- 
ly the carrots; but thore were many 
diseased roots which were given jirizes 
which ahould not have been allowed in 
the ahnw. I do not think the horses can 
be a fair sample of what you havo in the 
provinco, and I am euro the cattle were 
not. The herd of HolatBiiia, do not, I am 
told, belong to the provinie, but thoy do 
not compare favorably with vvhat are gen- 
erally shown of that breed; but perhaps I 
am iireju'Jiced as I never liked tho breed 
and never ahull. As for the Shorthorns 
thoro was one good bull, a littlo red yoar- 
lini;, which should have hud the prize for 
tho host bull of any age, as the big roan 
is too light behind: but apparently, your 
judges gave it for aizo and not for shape. 
If the rod bull ia taken care of, he will bo 
worth at three years old, twice what tho 
roan ever was. We down-oasters have 
too much an eye on our treasury to follow 
such policy as your directors did in allow- 
iiiL; races. A'c, to draw away all tho gate 
tnoiiuy. V.'o would buy that field behind 
tho groiinda, or both ot thorn, and lay out 
a Hpoeding track and ring and put up a 10c 
grand stand.

Ids YEARS OLD. 
DKATHOPOLDI.UOHB at BBAMTrpRM-THE 

Oldest inhabitant.) - 

Brantford Courier, Sept. tlio 29th. 

At 7:30 o'clock this uiorning the 
death occurred o! Andrew Lucas, the 
oldest man in Canada and perhaps one 
of the longest lived men of whom there 
is chronicle in modern times. The old 
fellow, it will be remembered, was 
struck down with paralysis alpout two 
weeks ago and has been failing ever 
since, although the spark of life seemed 
loth to leave tiie aged frame. He pass- 
ed quietly away at the hour above 
meutioned in the presence of four obild- 
ren, three fons and one daughter. 

Old jLucas, as ha was familiarly 
called, was a man of great age — an au- 
thenticated old ago almost unparallel- 
ed. That he was a centenarian wna 
generally known by citizens, but it was 
not until recent years that bis age was 
brought prominently before the public. 
It was on August the 24tb, 18S1, that 
the Courier published an account of 
the old follow'H Ufa Tliia paper tlfen 
prefaced the sketch by saying: "Very 
few of our citizens are aware that, we 
have living amongst U8 probably the 
oldest man in the Dominion, and with 
out (^oubt the oldest ;in |Ontario, in the 
peKBon"^ bif "Andrew ' liiucasj " a coloied 
man. A rejiorter's attention was called 
to the old gdutletuau a clay or two ago, 
and lie could Imrdly credit the state- 
ment made tijut his years had passed 
the hundred, so hale and hearty did he 
appear with his erect carriage aod his 
quick and firm steps. 

The scribe first had a short interview 
with the old man himself, whom he 
found had a very retentive memory." 
Then follows an account of Lucas' life 
from which the following facts are 
- gleaned: He was born in the State of 
Yirginia and both he and bis mother 
were slaves of G"n. Andrew Jackson, 
seventh president of the United States, 
and moved to Tennessee with the Gen- 
eral about I7i)0, when it was only a 
federal territory. Lucas was a coach- 
man and body servant to the future 
president of 1790, and his familiarity 
with the names of Judge Overton, and 
other notables of that period, leave no 
doubt as to the authenticity of this 
statement. His description too of the 
Hermitage, the old Jacksoii plantation 
and the General was true to life. 
Whilst in slavery Lucas was married, 
and had seven children. He must have 
been about 40 from all accounts when 
he made his escape from bondage. The 
reason given by the old man for run- 
ning away is as follows: 

At the time Tennoseee was consti- 
tuted a state, an act was passed by the 
legislature making it . punishable with 
the lash for a slave to be absent from 
the estate to which he belonged after 
a certain hour. One evening Lucas 
with a number of fellow slaves attend- 
ed a camp meeting and overstaying the 
hour during the excitement of the 
meeting, were afraid to go back to the 
estate, so they concluded to run for 
Canada. The fugitives were followed 
and most of them captured, but An- 
drew Lucas had the good fortune to 
rdach the land of the freej this was in 
the year 1806, which would make him 
now, according to calculation 120 years 
old. After a weary journey from the 
old plantation the fugitive arrived in 
Niagara where be obtained employment 
from the father of the late Thos. C. 
Street, for whom he worked some years, 
after which be steamboated on the St. 
Lawrence, Caleb Ilughson, of this city, 
who was then in the same business 
frequently met him duringjhis trips on 
the river and worked on the same ves 
eel. In 1846 he came to Brnntford, 
and was employed in J, Hale's hotel 
as hostler, and was in his service about 
eighteen years, ten of which he was 
employed by Mr. Plale to drive his ex- 
press wagon. About twenty years ago 
tbelate Judge Stevenson, of Cayuga, 
met'Lucas sit the Grand Trunk station 
in this city, and ho reco^nizrd him at 
once, although ho had not seen him 
for twenty years. The Judge said, 
"I<ucas, do you know how old you are? 
I have evidence in my posseHsiou that 
you are over 100 years old." The judge 
remariceid; that .he worked , for . his fi^ther 
when he (the judge) was 8 years old. j 

Lucas, when he was about 57 years 
of age, a few years after his arrival in 
Canada' married his second wife, and 
by her he had sevcuiteen children, of 
whom five only are living, namely, S. 
A. Lucas (in the employ of W, K. 
Welding) and John A. Lucas, Brant- 
ford; P. A. Lucas, Windsor; Mary Ann 
Williama, East Saginaw and Joseph 
Lucas, SyracuHo, All the evidence goes 
to nhow thuL when Lucas arrived in 
Canada he was a middle aged man, 
and people who knew bim 50 years ago 
looked upon him as old, so that giving 
the widest latitude to dates he must be 
between 120 and 125 years of age. 
The old fellow two waoks ago last Sat- 
urday wu!i ;il]lu to w'ulk about the city, 
and tin; past two j'(!urs or ho he has 
done a good deal of work for W. E. 
Welding, of the pottery, sawing a 
large quantity of wood. Previous to 
this he had been in the employ of Bail- 
iff Jackson, attending to his hor.ses. A 
younger brother of Lucas' is still living 
lit mi advanced age at Collingwood. 
He is in too feoMo a condition to stand 
the journey to Brantford.
